Yank Invasion 
Troops Get Paid 
In French Money 


Aboard A United States Coast 
Guard Transport, June 7—Ameri- 
can invasion troops were made 
ready financially for the assault 
on France with a pay-day in franc 
notes, some dated in 1944 and 
bearing the authority of the Bank 
of France. 

The notes were issued in four 
denominations—five, 50, 100 and 
500 francs. They were based on 
an exchange rate of two cents 
American per franc, making the 
largest.worth $10 and the small- 
est equal to about a dime. 

The smallest note, about three 
by two inches in size, bore the 


other the Tricolor with the motto 
of the French republic, “Liberte, 
Egalite, Fraternite.” 

Of the four, only the large 500- 
franc note was exactly like its 
prewar French equivalent. It 
bore the date of 1939 and was 
about four by nine inches. 
Each note carried a warning 
against counterfeiting.

we print the letter herewith for 
your information. 

“Since the restoration of the 
independence of Ethiopia there 
have been two sets of Ethiopian 
stamps issued for ordinary mail, 
with eleven different values cir- 
culated in various periods. The 
first set consisting of three values, 
i. e. 4, 10, and 20 cents of the 
Ethiopian dollar appeared on 
March 23, 1942. The second set 
consisting of 5 walues, i. e. 4, 8, 
10, 12, and 20 cents appeared in 
June, 1942 and three further val- 
ues of the same set, i. e., 25, 50, 
and 60 cents appeared on April 1, 
1943. So far there has been only 
one set of commeortive stamps, 
circulated for only ten days, from 
November 4 to 14, 1943, on the oc- 
casion of the inauguration of the 
restored Liberty Statute which 
the Italians had barbarously de- 
molished during the occupation. 
These stamps consist of five de- 
nominations and an overprint ap- 
pears in English and Ethiopian 
of the word ‘Obelisk-Nov. 3, 
1943..

Sfamp Booklets And 
Booklet Panes Offer 


New Specialist Field 


In the past few years, these ar- 
ticles on “Booklets have had very 
little effect on most collectors, and 
have been ignored by many. But 
since each new issue of the Cat- 
alog lists more “‘Booklets,” the de- 
mand for them has reached a fan- 
tastic clamor, 

Recent auction sales have 
brought rhany times catalog val- 
ue for single panes of the issues 
of many countries. In one particu- 
lar imstance a dealer advertised 
for the covers of the “Booklet,” 
and the price offered was many 
times the face value of the com- 
plete book. 

Booklets that a year ago sold 
for a slight premium over face, 
today are out of reach for many 
of us. To illustrate the popularity 
achieved by “Booklets,” collect- 
ors now must have the covers as 
well as the panes. In United 
States, the current 3c booklet has 
two covers, large and small med- 
allion. Canadian booklets are a- 
vailable with the covers and in- 
ter-leaves printed in English and 
in French. To carry this further, 
on the current Combination Book- 
let (Small Size), an oversight in 
the postal rates printed on the 
inter-leaves caused quite a furor, 
the error was corrected, and this 
particular item is collected as fol- 
lows; Error—English and French 
printings, Corrected—English and 
French printings, making four dis- 
tinct items. Yet two or three years 
ago just a plain pane of stamps 
from a booklet was ignored. 

Add to the above, the possibil- 
ity of plate numbers and position 
panes and you have a never-end- 
img, interesting phase of philately 
that has all of the highlights of 
true collecting, alk in one. Very 
few if any countries issuing 
“Booklets” use the same plate 
make-up. Postal Rates and His- 
tory, this information is available 
on the printed covers and inter- 
leaves. Geographic Habits and 
Needs, these are found on the tabs 
of the stamps, i. e. France, Great 
Britain; also on several Air Mail 
booklets is shown Air Routes, na- 
tional and irternational with key 
cities and @mergency fields plain- 
ly shown on a map printed on the 

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC—The 

last booklets issued by this coun- 
try were made up with Scotts 
#425. The large booklet is made 
up of 5 panes of 8 (4x2), Purple 
flap cover and fancy colored in- 
ter-leaves with ‘‘ads,” cover 
printed with gold and deep blue. 
The small booklet is made up of 
5 panes of 4. This book is unique 
as it looks like and is made up 
the same as a folding match cov- 
er. There are no more booklets 
available at the Post Offices of 
{ gentina, if a person wished to 
carry additional stamps other than 
those for immedite use, the clerk 
will place the stamps into a glass- 
ine container which has postal 
information printed on it. 
GREAT BRITAIN—It was the 
general opinion that the now 
famous Jubilee Issue was made 
into only one “Booklet,” namely 
the 2/-book. Now it is known 
that there are also 3/-books and 
several combinations of ads on 
the tabs, in each booklet. These 
combinations are readily noticed 
by the numbers printed on the 
covers. The 2/- book has a buff 
cover, blue printing; the 3/book 
has a fuff cover. red printing. 
Both are quite elusive. 

FRENCH COLONIES—Many of 
us have often seen the French 
Collony, so-called Miniature 
Sheets which are really “Book- 
let Panes” never made into book- 
lets. The covers of these panes are 
really scarce. 

SENEGAL.—Scott #84 made in- 
to books of 5 panes of 4, and sold 
for 2F. (1914) Scott #85, the same 
(1922) 

MAURITANIA—Scott #21 made 
into books of 10 panes of 4 and 
sold for 2F. (1914.)

One of the -most interesting 
“Booklets” is that of Belgium 
which contains the “ads” on the 
inter-leaves of Famous American 
Automobiles made by General 
Motors. 

King George VI booklets of 
Australia and New Zealand are 
no longer available at the Post 
Offices of these countries, due to 
shortage of material for the cov- 
ers. 

The current booklets of Canal 
Zone have been found with the 
stamps fastened at top and sides. 
Evidently no special plate for 
booklets is in use and a large field 
for position panes of this issue 
presents itself. 

JAMAICA—The Jubilee Issue 
of 1935 was issued in Booklets. 
The book was made up of 4 panes 
of 6 stamps of the 1d value, cover 
and inter-leaves printed with 
“ads.” Only 6,000 books available 
to collectors, others were destroy- 
ed. Many forgeries of this book 
are on the market; the covers 
used for the fake booklet are 
covers from the regular King 
George V issues. 

The most interesting part of col- 
lecting “Booklets” is that individ- 
ual arrangement of album pages 
and write-up is definite as no 
pages are available, and no two 
collectors will use the same meth- 
od. Very little information is a- 
vailable and in obtaining the re- 
quired data, all methods of stamp 
printing are unfolded to the col- 
lector, giving him a better under- 
standing of the hobby other than 
just filling spaces with pretty col- 
ored pieces of paper of various 
values.

Introducing Guide 
Lines By Samples 


The American Guide Line So- 
ciety, founded in 1935, recognizes 
guide lines and split arrows as a 
special form of separation quite 
as legitimate and important as 
perforations since their primary 
purpose is the same or analgous 
to that of perforations—that is, 
to subdivide the sheet into small- 
er, usable portions. 

In order to introduce guide 

lines as an interesting and im- 
portant specialty, or if you pre- 
fer, at least a side line, the Amer- 
ican Guide Line Society has pre- 
pared a descriptive folder on the 
desirability . of collecting and 
mounting groups of the United 
States stamps from flat plate 
printings showing the different 
plate markings used to divide the 
full sheet, as printed by the Bu- 
reau, into panes or “post office 
sheets”. Interested collectors 
wishing to investigate this side 
line should send for this folder, 
which is illustrated with actual 
stamps showing guide lines in a 
pleasing arrangement. There is 
no obligation other than a self 
addressed and stamped envelope. 
Requests should be directed to 
the Secretary, Dr. W. R. Kern, 
741 Rundell St., Iowa City, Iowa. 
Club secretaries are invited to ask 
for a special display suitable for 
club purposes. 
Unlike Electric Eye markings 
which some collectors rave over, 
the guide line is an actual part 
of the stamp and its collection and 
study is worthy of the effort of 
any collector who craves for a 
new field and one in which he 
has great opportunity for finds 
and a collection that will some 
day be recognized as of much 
more importance than is now ac- 
corded these stamps.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 

















The Old Timer speaks again of 
his experiences. Read on. 

“Bugs”, observed the Old 
Stamp Hunter” sure do keep up 
prices for good old U. S., I just 
been reading the results of the re- 
cent Auction Sales.” 

“Yes, we replied,” rich stamp 
bugs will pay most any price for 
something they really want.” 

“No” answered the Ancient” I 
don’t mean the kind of Stamp 
Bugs with a Philatelic secretary, 
ready for unlimited bids and the 
kind you hope to see drop in any 
day and ask to be shown what you 
have. I mean just bugs—‘Archies’ 
cockroaches to you.” 

“‘Whadda you mean, cockroach- 
es and stamp prices—we’re just 
normal?” 

“Real natural history bugs,” 
was the answer” seem to know 
valuable U. S. from the common 
kind. They love the paste used on 
the old issues, which ‘was all veg- 
etable I’m told, but they seem to 
eat up only the scarce ones. 

In a Texas court house I ran 
into a big lot of old depositions 
with the covers intact. Right in 
the middle of a lot of the common 
three cent imperforate of 1851 
was a cover with a strip of six, to 
make the thirty cent rate, of the 
imperforate five cents red brown 
of the same issue. 

“Just take a look at your cata- 
logue if you want to know what 
I said when I saw that the.... 
(delayed by Censor) bugs had 
eaten a half inch strip clear across 
the whole strip. I gave the cov- 
er to a cover collector as a cur- 
iosity and years later saw it de- 
scribed in a catalogue as ‘an in- 
teresting piece.’ 

And in Virginia, too, I ran into 
a lot of covers with the Five Cent 
New Yorks of 1845. Best of the 
lot was a pair of the rare ‘R.H.M.’ 
initials, look at your catalogue, 
but those F.F.V. bugs had eaten 
all the edges of that pair, refusing 
to partake of the gum on the more 
common ones. 

Well, scarcity makes for higher 
prices and, as I say, the ‘archies’ 
with their keen eyes for the un- 
usual ones, seem to feast on the 
best items. Rats don’t seem to 
have any Philatelic sense. Down 
in Tidewater Virginia I was given 
a barrel, packed with his Grand- 
father’s correspondence. during 
the Civil War, so my host said, 
and it sure must have been. We 
cut out the top only to find not 
a piece of paper the size of my 
little finger nail and a hole in the 
side of the barrel next the wall. 
Holy Mackerel; what had been 
there? From the small scraps you 
could see five cent brown, up to 
the ninety cents blue of the first 
imperforate U. S. issue and no 
one could estimate the numbers of 
the Five Cent and Ten cent of 
1847. There was plain to be seen 
the top of a Baltimore Provision- 
al. Virginia was really dry, at the 
time, so I had to bear my sorrow 
as best I could. “Well, so long— 
I’m going prospecting down the 
Nassau Canyon.”

dealers in other parts of the 
country. 


Our Washington correspondent, 
says, “The P. O. Department made 
a “....of a mess out of the last 
batch of First Day Covers.” Con- 
tinuing, the correspondent says, 
“T have been up to my neck in 
work, trying to get all my covers 
back and settling complaints, had 
returns of covers with stamps torn 
off, finger daubs and smears on 
the stamps and covers, at Bronx- 
vile, N. Y., one P. O. clerk 
through the government cancella- 
tion was too light so he socked 
the cover with a killer cancel two 
times to make sure.” 

We are glad to quote these re- 
marks which are borne out by re- 
ports from other dealers also, glad 
to quote them for the very rea- 
son that we want collectors to 
realize and to know that all the 
faults of the first day cover ser- 
vice of any dealer are not the 
fault of the dealer. In fact, most 
of these boys are so experienced 
at the game that they can guaran- 
tee first class service in so far as 
their part tof the business is con- 
cerned. 

Doubtless the trouble comes 
mostly when cities other than 
Washington are selected for first 
day for in Washington there are a 
crew of clerks who are experien- 
ced in handling this mail and 
know what is expected, whereas 
when another city is used, the 
bulk of the help is strange to the 
work and dissatisfaction results. 

Frisco seemed to be the worst 
cover for reports from several 
sources make heavy complaint of 
every nature about the service 
from this city, some collectors and 
dealers reporting total loss of cov- 
ers, others reporting covers sub- 
stituted with their names copied 
on them and all sorts of other 
trouble, 

Another source of trouble when 
covers are issued at new points 
such as’ Ogden, Utah, is that many 
of the covers in quantity from 
dealers are handled by inexper- 
ienced people and as a result 
much trouble is encountered. 
From this point we have word of 
one dealer who claims he was 
shorted over 200 covers with sing- 
gles and over 50 blocks. 

It would seem that it is about 
time that cover dealers, those who 
service first day covers for the 
collectors, organize a close group 
for mutual information and assis- 


tance. Much could be done in 
passing on information and in 
standing together for more 


prompt release by the P. O. De- 
partment of news concerning pro- 


50|posed new stamps. When the an- 


nouncement of an issue is delay- 
ed too long the dealers are hard 
pressed to get drawings, have cuts 
made and get envelopes printed 
in quantity for some of the 
stam ps. 

If we could prevail upon the 
Department to make definite an- 
nouncement as quickly as plans 
are decided on, for any new stamp 
then these dealers could have all 
their preliminary work out of the 
way and be ready to handle the 
business when the date is named. 

It has already been announced 
by the Department that a stamp 
for the Philippines and for Korea 
will be issued. Cover dealers in 
some instances may have already 
prepared covers, others may be 
waiting with the hope of incor- 
porating into their designs some- 
things most appropriate to stamp. 
Why can we not have this infor- 
mation now, We believe Depert- 
ment Officials would cooperate 
with a small organization of this 
nature if properly approached. 
More and more, the Department 
is recognizing our hobby and

A vertical unused pair of Can- 
ada’s 6c on 5c airmail stamp, with 
the surcharge inverted, sold for 
$48 (a single catalouges $20.)

This can best be done by opening up the trade channels with 
other countries and it will most probably be thus. 

When that time arrives we can expect the unloosening of a flood 
of stamps that will temporarily overwhelm the pocketbooks of many 
collectors. There will be much that will be wanted and American 
money will flow into Europe rapidly for the stamps of the past 
four years. / 

It will be necessary that those wanting to buy will do so with 
caution, yet not too much caution for we who remember the stamp 
market following the last world war know quite well that it will 
be impossible to separate the wheat from the chaff, there will be 
many stamps offered at prices which will take big tumbles in future 
months and at the same time there will be opportunity for purchases

aT an anyone can do is = pick what is wanted, take the bitter 
with the sweet and hope that in the end, the whole series of pur- 
chases may balance up in such manner that they will come out on 
the safe side. ; : 

It is going to bé an interesting period, this year or two following 
the war. Soon, there will be a heavy demand from Europe for issues 
which they too have been denied and we can look for some rapid 
changes in price of ovr latter issues as the quantity needed abroad 


will be large.

CONFUCIANISM 

In building a collection of Re- 
ligion on Stamps, we must in- 
clude all Religions, hence Con- 
fucianism will be our topic. 

Confucius was born 551 B. C. 
and was contemporary with the 
Tarquins, Pythagoras, and Cyrus. 
About this time occurred the re- 
turn of the Jews from Babylon 
and the invasion of Greece by 
Xerxes. His is the oldest family 
in the world, unless we consider 
the Jews as a single family des- 
cended from Abraham. His in- 
fluence, through his writings, on 
the minds of so many millions of 
human beings is greater than that 
of any man who ever lived, ex- 
cepting the writers of the Bible. 

It is the influence of Confu- 
cius which has maintained in 
China that profound reverence for 











parents, that strong family affec- 
tion, that love of order, that re- 
gard for knowledge and deference 
for literary men, which are fun- 
damental principles underlying all 
Chinese Institutions, His minute 





and practical system of morals, 
studied as it is by all the learn- 
ed, and constituting the sum of 
knowledge and the principle of 
government in China, has exerted 
and exerts an influence on that 
innumerable people which it is 
impossible to estimate. 

He was born in Loo, then an 
independent kingdom, which la- 
ter became a Chinese province. 
The year of his birth was that in 
which Cyrus became king of Per- 
sia. His father died when he was 
three years old, and at fifteen 
studied the five sacred books call- 
ed Kings, He married at the age 
of ninteen and had one son, by his 
only wife. This son died before 
Confucius, leaving as his poster- 
ity a single grandson from whom 
the great multitudes of his des- 
cendents now in China were de- 
rived. This grandson was second 
only to Confucius in wisdom, and 
was the teacher of the illustrious 
Mencius, 

Confucius was a teacher of re- 
verence,—reverence for God, re- 
spect for parents, respect and re- 
verence for the past and its leg- 
acies, for the great men and 
great ideas of former times. He 
taught men also to regard each 
other as brethren, and even the 
golden rule, that is to be found 
in his writings. A personal God 
was unknown to him; so his wor- 
ship was directed, not to God, but 
to antiquity, to ancestors, to pro- 
piety and usage, to the state as 
father and mother of its subjects, 
to the ruler as in the place of au- 
thority. Perfectly sincere, deeply 
and absolutely assured of all that 
he knew, he said nothing he did 
not believeg 

Lao-tse, for twenty eight years 
his contemporary, founder of one 
of the three religions of China, 
Taoism, was a man of perhaps 
equal intelligence. But he was 
chiefly a thinker; he made no at- 
tempt to elevate his people; his 
purpose was to repress the pas- 
sions, and to preserve the soul in 
perfect ecuanimity. Confucius is 
said to have visited him and to 
have confessed his inabiliay to 
understand him. He said “I know 
how birds fly, how fishes swim, 
how animals run. The bird may 
be shot, the fish hooked, and the 
beast snared. But there is the 
dragon. I cannot tell how he 
mounts in the air, and soars to 
heaven, Today I have seen: the 
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The stamp best represented de- 
dragon.” 
picting Confucius are the ones 
representing the dragon. The dra- 
gon to the present time is used to 
symbolize the faith of the Chin- 
ese.

with war work, I have had but a 
few hours a week to give to 
stamps. When these stamps have 
come in, I have placed them in 
my albums, and not until this past 
prolonged peiod, have I had a 
chance to really examine my Bra- 
zilian, as well as other stamps. 
Consequently I find that dealers 
have been sending me stamps that 
are not what I ordered. It so hap- 
pens that Brazil has issued the 
original 1920-22 issue over and 
over again with a change of per- 
foration and watermarks. It is 
extremely disconcerting to order 
Brazil No. 218, 263, 265, 273, 488 
only to find that you own three 
copies of No. 218 and none of the 
rest. It so happens that these 
stamps sell for a penny or two in 
used condition, and the monetary 
loss is small. But the loss in faith 
is great. Ranging over a period of 
three years, I don’t know who 
sold me what stamps in my al- 
bum, and if I did, it would pro- 
bably take too much time to write 
a letter about a one cent Stamp. 
Someone with less love for stamps 
than I might easily decide that all 
dealers are crooks and quit the 
hobby. 

Through ordering stamps by 
sending reputable dealers want 
lists and not having time to check 
them upon arrival, I recently dis- 
carded some three hundred stamps 
which are actually duplicates. It

Americans I have been very busy|dealers to either have sufficient 


help to handle their mail busi- 
ness, or discontinue attempting to 
fill want lists. I'll venture to say 
that any dealer in the land will 
be very careful in filling France 
No. 253 ($8.50 mint) and No. 254 
($50.00 mint) but when it comes to 
Brazil No. 218, 265 or 488 any- 
thing goes! It may help fill a want 
list to grab the first stamp that 
looks like what is being ordered, 
but it may lose a valuable custo- 
mer! 

The dealer of whom I am about 
to write has not used this publi- 
cation, so we're okay here, Mr. 
Linn. We can speak freely. How- 
ever he does advertise his ability 
to fill want lists, within but a few 
numbers of the whole country. 
Until you send in a list, and then 
the fun starts. I have no complaint 
with ‘that procedure. However, 
when my want lists were return- 
ed I noted and commented in 
writing on the high prices I was 
being charged, and I was given 
the very usual routine about the 
scarcity of stamps and the fact 
that the catalogue is away off. It 
so happens that this dealer was 
lections, from $50 upwards. Quite 
currently advertising to buy col- 
jocularly I wrote him that if 
prices were as high as he was 
charging, this might be an advan- 
tageous time to sell my collec- 
tion of some 20,000 stamps which 
have a catalogue value of close to 
$50000.00. You can imagine my 
surprise when the’ reply came 
back—“I only buy collections of 
40,000 varieties”. That is phoney 
advertising. That is the kind of 
advertising that is sooner or later 
brought to the attention of the 
Better Business Bureaus. (Am I 
getting too strong, Mr. Linn?) 

This is a hobby based on faith. 
And the dealer who advertises to 
buy must keep faith with the col- 
lector if he is going to stay in 
business. 

Unfortunately at the present 
time, there are a good many men 
who do not care whether or not 
they stay in the stamp business— 
in this country anyway: World 
conditions and upheavels have 
caused a migration to these shores 
and they are here to make every 
cent possible, and to return to 
their native shores when this 
world upheaval is over. I am for 
any man who is or wants to be 
an American by birth or natural- 
ization. But I believe that a great 
many so called “stamp dealers” 
from foreign shores are sitting up 
nights trying to figure out how 
to foist some new stamp gag on 


us. 

To get down to the point—the 
American stamp dealers (and this 
includes our. good Canadian 
friends, have an association that 
they ought to join and back to the 
hilt. It is for their own good and 
the continuance of their livlihood 
that they keep philately clean, and 
in many repects, a good applica- 
tion of Lux will keep us dainty.

Centering. 

I am. sure there will be some 
collectors who read this that will 
be surprised at my interpreta- 
tion of a CENTERED PRECAN- 
CEL. I know from the past ex- 
periences that there are quite a 
few collectors who think that cen- 
tering of the precancellation gov- 
erns the condition of the stamp. 
This is only partly true, the cen- 
tering of the precancellation is 
only secondary und the centering 
of the design of the stamp itself 
in relation to the perforations are 
the primary considerations, In a 
mint stamp you have but one con- 
sideration, the design of the 
stamp in relation to its position 
with the perfs. In a postally used 
stamp the same thing plus the de- 
gree of heaviness of the cancel- 
lation. In a precancel you con- 
sider first the design and its cen- 
tering then the centering of the 
precancellation. I know this is 
rather difficult for some col- 
lectors to understand but those 
are the facts. I have had collec- 
tors send me so called centered 
precancels and they turned out 
be miserably centered stamps 
with well centered  precancella- 
tions.

tered or AA precancel must have 
good margins all around the stamp 
and the precancellation must be 
centered both horizontally as well 
as vertically. The illustration in 
the front of the Bureau Print 
catalog gives you a good idea of 
what I mean. That illustrates an 
“A” stamp, wide margins but the 
precancellation not quite prefect. 
From there you can work on 
back through the different degrees 
of condition. Fundamentally 
though I want it remembered that 
an off centered stamp cannot be 
considered as good no matter how 
well the precancellation is cen- 
tered.
